SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The classification of this untitled video recording has been altered to: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording contains extensive and explicit depictions of male and female 
nudity and sexual activity, particularly centered around the administration of enemas. 
These depictions are presented for the sexual arousal of the viewer. 

The excision of a scene that presents images of coercion in association with sexual 
conduct was recommended. This scene depicts a female struggling while being 
whipped and beaten by a male and a female. This scene is dramatised, but the 
coercive activity and the female’s struggling is presented in a highly sexualised 
manner that is intended to arouse the viewer. 

The authorised distributor of the video recording was offered the option of excising this 
scene from the video recording, but did not respond to the Classification Office’s 
excision notice within the specified time period. 

The rights and freedoms contained in si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
have been considered in relation to this publication. The classification given the 
publication is considered to be a reasonable limit on its availability, given that a 
likelihood of injury has been established if the publication is made more widely 
available in its present form. 

This decision alters the classification given to the publication by the Chief Censor of 
Films, which was “Approved for exhibition only to persons 18 years of age and over”. 
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
